city on Whyte Avenue. The reply was 
to the effect that the C. P. R. could not 
comply with the request. 

A letter was read from the Mayor re- 
commending that a license be imposed 
on se.lers of tobacco, cigarettes and ci- 
gars, so that more restriction might be 
placed upon the sale of these articles. 
jhe cigarette evil was, his worship said, 
very prevalent in Strathcona, and it

Our Foreign Trade 


Ottawa, Aug. 20.—Returns of the for- 
eign trade of the Dominion for the twelve 
months to the end of June, have just 
been compiled by the Trades and Com- 
merce Department and show a remark- 
able increase in imports over the record 
of 1906. The imports and exports to- 
gether amounted to $612,652,107, which 
is an increase of $65,723 038 over the 
previous year. The imports of $354,- 
430,483 represented a gain of $64,138,025 
and the exports of $258,171,675. The 
imports from Great Britain of $89 ,067,- 
350 represéuted a gain of $18,891,161. 
The imports from all British countries 
together together were $103,857 ,252, a 
gain of $19,771,624, Our imports from 
the United States of $215,739,701 showed 
again of $39,877,630. One of the most 
noteworthy features of the whole return 
is the fdet that our exports to the mother 
land in the period in question amount- 
ing to $127,902,688 represented a decline 
of $5,193,178, whereas ior many years 
past we haye been accustomed to large 
gains. 


Moors Repulsed 
Again 


Casablanca, Aug. 20—A large force of 
Moors suddenly’ descended upon the 
Frenchcamp early Sunday, but were 
driven offafter asharp conflict.

The 
Arabs have retreated a considerable dis- 
tance but the renewal of the attack ig 
expected,

It has to be remembered that the 
Postoffice Department not starved, 
but is rolling in money. Thesurplus on 
last year’s operations reached a million 
of dollars. Now, it is doubtful if the 
Postoflice Department has any business 
with a surplus. was intended 
that the postal service should be a tax- 
ing agency. No one desires to return to 
the old days of deficits, but certainly the 
full earnings of the department should 
go into reduction of postal charges and 
into the improvement and extension 
of postal facilities.

The cost would be enormous and the 
political difficulties serious. There 


would be a certain injustice in giving

The Turkish Mangal. 

In most of the honses in Constantl- 
nopie as well as in other cities of Tur- 
key heating in winter is done by means 
of the so called *“mangal.” This con- 
sists principally of a receptacle for 
burning charcoal. A mangal may be 
nothing else than such a simple brass 
or iron, receptacle or may be quite an 
artistic and expensive article of most 
rare and valuable workmanship, The 
charcoal is first thoroughly burned 
through, and when it no longer emits 
any flame or odor the mangal is 
brought into the room for purposes of 
heating. Sometimes it happens that 
proper attention is not paid to the 
burning charcoal, with not infrequent 
futal results, 


Force Exerted by the Heart. 
The force exerted by the heart equals 
120 tons lifted one foot. In other 
words, the work of the heart is equiy- 


alent to raising its own weight 20,000!
